SELECTMEN ' S  REPORT 

BUDGET : 

The  appropriations  for  1985  has  been  held  to  a  minimum  and 
has  increased  by  only  a  negligible  percentage. 

The  overdrafts  in  the  1984  budget  for  the  insurance 
appropriation  was  caused  by  having  to  pay  the  prior  and  this 
years'  bill;  the  solid  waste  disposal  was  due  to  the  extra 
Engineering  costs.  Most  departments  had  small  overdrafts 
which  were  mostly  due  to  equipment  maintenance.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  project  this  cost;  even  the  new  equipment  has 
problems . 

TOWN  BUILDINGS: 

According  to  lasts  year  town  warrant  article  the  outside  of 
the  Town  Hall  has  been  painted.  Maintenance  of  the  inside  of 
the  Town  Hall  has  been  started  this  year.  The  downstairs 
halls  and  back  room  have  had  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  on  the 
walls  and  ceilings  and  the  floor  has  been  sealed.  A  new 
water  heater  has  been  installed  in  the  upstairs  kitchen.  We 
hope  to  continue  this  maintenance  by  having  the  upstairs 
hall  and  kitchen  painted  before  Labor  day. 

GRAVEL  &  RESEALING  PROGRAMS: 

We  are  starting  to  see  the  improvements  on  our  Town  Roads. 
We  will  be  holding  the  Scenic  Road  Hearing  in  April  on  the 
roads  the  Road  Agent  will  be  upgrading.  The  brush  on  the 
side  of  the  roads  has  grown  into  trees;  some  of  the  trees 
must  be  cut  to  allow  for  the  ditching  needed  on  most  of  our 
roads.  We  thank  "Tony"  our  Road  Agent,  for  all  the  time  and 
effort  he  has  put  into  these  programs  to  make  them 
successful . 

INVENTORIES : 

We  will  be  mailing  inventories  this  year.  Please  be  sure 
to  complete  the  Inventory  Form.  A  penalty  is  assessed  if  you 
fail  to  file  an  Inventory  by  April  15th.  Exemption  forms  are 
available  for  the  Blind,  Veterans,  Elderly  and  for  Solar  Energy 
Systems.  Current  Use  Forms  are  also  available.  For 
information  on  these  exemptions  and  Current  Use,  please 
contact  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

PROPERTY  ASSESSMENTS: 

We  are  waiting  to  hear  from  the  State  for  our  equalization 
ratio.  If  it  should  drop  below  80%  the  Selectmen  are 
considering  to  review  all  assessments  to  try  to  bring  the 
valuation  up  to  100%  of  true  value.

BUDGET  AND  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  COMMENTS 


The  budget  and  Advisory  Committee  had  several  meetings 
with  the  Selectmen  and  their  various  operating  departments  to 
review  and  refine  budget  requirements  for  1985.  We  appreciate 
and  commend  each  of  the  departments  for  their  efforts  to  hold 
the  line  on  their  budget  needs.  We  estimate  the  increase  will 
be  approximately  2%  over  1984. 

We  do  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  two  line  items  under 
Highway,  Streets  and  Bridges  budget.  Last  year  we  had 
consierable  disccussion  with  the  Road  Agent  on  the  item  for 
gravelling  of  the  roads  and  finally  approved  his 
recommendations.  This  year  he  has  the  same  ammount ,  $36,000, 
to  continue  this  on-going  program  to  bring  our  road  beds  up 
to  man:,tainable ■  levels.  Now  he  is  also  adding  a  Paving  item  of 
$10,000  to  attack  the  severe  erosion  problem  on  some  of  our 
steep  grades  arfd  also  improve  those  specific  high- traffic 
roads  that  are  demanding  extra  attention. 

It  is  planned  that  the  Paving  item  will  be  an  on-going 
appropriation  in  the  future  years. 

We  are  concerned  about  the  rapid  increase  in  our  legal 
expenses  which  have  more  than  doubled  over  the  past  five 
years.  We  hope  that  our  legal  counseling  has  been  necessary 
and  effective. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  passage  of  the  Budget  as 
presented.  We  also  approve  the  various  warrant  articles 
involving  the  raising  of  monies  and  recommend  their  passage.

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  damage,  deface  or  destroy  any 
structures,  plant  or  natural  features  on  the  Town  Beach  or 
surrounding  area . 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  swim  or  be 
present  at  the  Town  Beach  unless  such  person  is  adequately 
garbed  in  a  bathing  suit  or  other  clothing. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  disobey  an  oral  or  written 
request  or  order  of  an  agent  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  in 
connection  with  the  conduct  of  persons  while  on  the  Town 
Beach  or  surrounding  area. 

7.  The  Town  Beach  shall  be  closed  between  the  hours  of 
9  PM  and  8  AM  the  following  day,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  be  on  the  Town  Beach  or  surrounding  area 
or  in  the  water  serviced  by  the  beach.   It  shall  be  unlawful 
to  undertake  any  conduct  which  shall  be  disorderly,  as  de- 
fined in  the  NH  Criminal  Code,  or  so  to  endanger  the  safety 
and  welfare  of  others  using  the  beach.   Intoxication  and 
obscene  or  indecent  acts  are  expressly  prohibited. 

8.  No  pets  or  other  animals  shall  be  allowed  on  the 
beach  or  in  the  water  serviced  by  the  beach. 

9.  No  vehicles  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  overnight  on 
the  Town  property  and  no  camping  or  tenting  is  allowed  on 
the  Town  Beach   or  surrounding  area. 

Any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  any  part  of  the  Ordinance 
herein  set  forth  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various 
funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1984,  and  have  issued 
our  report  dated  January  17,  1985.  As  part  of  our  examination, 
we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  an 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing, 
and  extent  of  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  to  assist 
us  in  planning  and  performing  our  examination  of  the  financial 
statements . 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  is  an  important  responsibility  of  Town 
officials.  The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to 
provide  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the 
safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for 
preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for 
assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the 
evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires  estimates  and 
judgments. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in 
considering  the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal 
accounting  control.  In  the  performance  of  most  control 
procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of 
instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness  or  other 
personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends 
upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion. 
Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally 
with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the 
preparation   of   the    financial    statements.      Further,    projection 
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of  any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future 
periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become 
inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree 
of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

The  study  and  evaluation  previously  described  was  made 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  performing  an  audit  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  It  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system  because  it  was 
based  on  selective  tests  of  accounting  records  and  related  data. 
The  study  and  evaluation  did  not  disclose  any  weaknesses  which  we 
consider  to  be  material.  The  recommendations  which  follow  were 
developed  from  our  observation  of  the  Town's  operations.  They 
are  not  the  result  of  a  special  study. 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  INCOME 

We  noted  that  approximately  $8900  of  income  from  the  Highway 
Department  was  credited  to  the  General  Expense  of  Highway 
account.  This  income  amounted  to  21$  of  all  amounts  charged  to 
the  account.  Inquiry  of  Town  officials  revealed  that  much  of 
this  income  is  a  result  of  increased  control  over  Highway 
Department  operations.  The  Town  does  not,  nor  should  it, 
maintain  its  records  in  sufficient  detail  to  exactly  determine 
the  nature  of  this  income. 

We  believe  that  the  resale  of  goods  originally  charged  to  an 
operating  budget  line  item  indicates  a  potential  weakness  in 
internal  accounting  control.  We  recognize  that  the  nature  of 
Highway  Department  operations  requires  a  certain  amount  of 
activity  of  this  nature.  However  we  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  develop  a  formal  policy  regarding  sales  of  Highway 
Department  inventory  items. 

CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUNDS 

COMMINGLEP  FUND? 

We  observed  that  the  Future  Library  Building  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  is  commingled  with  the  Vose  Library  and  Woodbury  Trust 
Funds. 

State  Law  requires  that  Capital  Reserve  Funds  not  be  commingled 
with  other  types  of  Town  funds. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  take  steps  to 
correct  this  as  soon  as  is  possible  without  incurring  bank 
charges . 

TRANSFER  Ifl  CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUNDS 

The  Town  transferred  its  Capital  Reserve  Fund  appropriations 
to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  in  early  April  1984.  These  funds 
were  deposited  in  a  non-interest  bearing  checking  account  until 
late  October  1984.  The  effects  were  multiplied  in  that  not  only 
was  income  lost  on  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds,  but  the  timing  of 
the  payment  required  additional  borrowing  in  the  General  Fund. 

We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  coordinate 
their  request  for  funds  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Treasurer  to  minimize  the  effects  on  the  Town's  cash 
requirements.  We  also  believe  that  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
should  adopt  policies  which  will  insure  that  no  funds  be 
deposited  in  non-interest  bearing  accounts. 

A  letter  of  this  type  is  critical  by  nature.  We  found  many 
examples  of  sound  business  management  practices  in  our  review  of 
the  Town's  systems.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  we  received  from  Town  officials.

The  new  pumper- tanker ,  which  the  Town  voted  to  buy  at 
Town  Meeting,  was  put  into  service  in  September.  This  gives 
the  Department  another  pump,  plus  2200  gallons  of  water. 
This  will  be  very  helpful  in  the  locations  which  have  no 
water  supply. 
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The  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  1947  tanker  and 
1967  Rescue  truck  was  used  to  purchase  equipment  for  the  new 
truck.  The  Fire  Department  received  a  very  generous  gift 
from  Mrs.  Neil  Leonard.  This  donation  was  used  to  pave  the 
driveway  in  front  of  the  station.  The  Department  would  like 
to  complete  the  paving  of  the  parking  area  this  next  year. 

The  annual  fund  raising  of  the  Department  was  a  great 
success,  thanks  go  to  our  Public  Relation  Officer  and  his 
Committee  and  to  all  who  donated.  These  funds  will  be  used 
to  purchase  new  equipment  for  the  Department. 

These  donations  plus  many  hours  of  maintenance  for 
buildings,  grounds,  and  equipment,  by  the  Fire  and  Rescue 
personal,  enable  the  Fire  Wards  to  hold  the  Fire  Department 
budget  which  is  voted  at  Town  Meeting,  to  a  minimum. 

Our  membership  has  increased  by  five  new  members.  Three 
more  will  join  us  after  'che  six  month  training  period.  This 
gives  us  a  total  of  30  active  and  16  inactive  members.  The 
Rescue  squad  has  two  new  members,  one  of  whom  has  taken  the 
E.M.T.  training.  This  now  gives  the  squad  five  E.M.T.-2, 
three  regular  E.M.T.  Six  members  have  advance  First  Aid 
training.  The  rescue  squad  is  required,  by  State  Law,  to  be 
licensed.  Many  hours  of  training  are  needed  each  year  in 
order  to  maintain  this  status. 

The  Antique  Handtub  is  in  the  process  of  being  restored. 
This  project  is  made  possible  from  our  memorial  funds.  We 
plan  to  have  this  piece  of  equipment  on  display  by  Labor 
Day.  This  past  year  the  Department  received  the  State  and 
National  Energy  Award  which  was  given  to  us  for  the  Passive 
Solar  wall  which  we  installed  at  the  time  the  Fire  Station 
was  built.  This  wall  has  been  a  big  savings  to  the 
Department  on  its  heating  bill. 

The  Volunteer  members  have  completed  the  installation  of 
the  emergency  generator  in  the  fire  station.  This  is  used 
when  there  is  a  loss  of  electrial  power.  The  generator  start 
automatically  to  supply  the  station  with  electricity.  This 
allows  us  to  have  radio  contact  with  our  Mutual  Aid  System, 
and  also  keeps  the  station  equipment  working.  The  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  is  in  the  process  of  equipping  the  generator 
jeep,  with  a  cab  and  lights.  This  will  provide  the 
Department  with  a  more  functional  piece  of  equipment  which 
is  used  at  emergency  scenes  to  operate  lights  and  power 
tools . 

The  Fire  prevention  program,  for  the  school  children,  was 
in  charge  of  the  Safety  Officer  and  his  committee. 
Refreshments  were  served  to  the  children  by  the  Ladies 
Auxiliary.  The  children  all  sent  letters  of  appreciation  to 
the  Department,  which  makes  this  a  very  satisfactory  for 
all. 

Our  thanks  go  to  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their 
assistance  in  time  of  emergency  and  for  their  financial 
donations  which  are  used  to  help  with  the  purchase  of  Fire 
and  Rescue  Equipment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOV\/N  FOREST  FIRE  V^ARDEN  £  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  first  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a 
cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort 
between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  government.  It 
simple  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the 
ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of 
the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that 
anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be 
liable  for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well 
that  it  has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the 
local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a 
permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused, 
fire  suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed 
significantly  to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest 
fire  loss  record.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1984  saw  a  number  of  important  changes  for  the  Police  Department. 

The  most  important  change  is  the  new  phone  number  -1-352-1 100-. 
We  are  now  dispatched  from  Fire  Mutual  Aid  Dispatch  Center  in  Keene, 
NH.  It  is  the  same  number  you  use  for  Fire  or  Ambulance  service.  Vi/e 
have  the  same  type  of  page  system  as  we  had  before  for  myself  and  the 
officers. 

The  best  change  for  myself  was  the  new  Police  Station.  This  has 
worked  out  very  well  in  all  respects.  I  now  have  all  records  and 
equipment  out  of  my  house  and  I  now  also  have  a  place  to  handle  police 
problems  without  using  my  play-room  or  going  to  Goffstown  Police 
Station.  This  makes  my  homelife  quieter  and  I  now  have  closet  space  for 
my  own  things.  It  is  better  for  the  officers  also  as  they  can  have  work 
assignments  on  the  board  a  week  or  two  in  advance.  They  have  access 
to  paper  work  and  equipment  anytime  and  a  place  to  do  paper  work  and 
the  use  of  a  typewriter. 

Calls  for  1984  were  up  again.  I  do  not  have  them  broken  down  as  in 
the  past  because  the  old  dispatch  center  use  to  do  them  that  way  and 
Fire  /V.utual  Aid  does  not. 

For  any  of  you  with  children  I  now  have  the  equipment  to  finger 
print,  and  cards  for  your  records.  These  finger  prints  will  be  kept  by 
you  for  your  own  use  and  not  by  the  Police  Department  .The  carrjs  are 
at  the  Selectmen's  Office.  Just  fill  them  out  and  call  me  for  an 
appointment  to  do  the  children.  Saturday  morning  is  the  best  for  me 
but  we  can  work  around  your  time  table  if  needed. 

The  other  important  change  is  the  addition  of  alarm  systems  in  all 
town  buildings.  They  were  installed  by  Honeywell  and  have  worked  out 
very  well.

I  do  believe  that 
in  rural  areas  that  alarms  are  worth  the  price.

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ROAD  AGENT  REPORT  -  1984 


If  1983  was  "the  learning  year"  then  1984  was  the  year  of 
accomplishment . 

By  voting  enough  money  for  both  resealing  and 
regravelling ,  the  Highway  Department  was  able  to  start  the 
Town  on  a  program  of  gradual  road  improvement  rather  than 
the  stop  gap  "band  aid"  approach  of  the  past. 

We  put  down  200  tons  of  blacktop;  10,000  gallons  of  tar; 
1,100  feet  of  underground  drainage  pipe;  200  feet  of  culvert 
pipe;  and  regraveled  over  2%  miles  of  road.  Also,  two  "new" 
sand/plow  truck  were  put  into  service.  And  thanks  to  George 
Morgan,  our  head  "tinkerer"  (mechanic),  a  system  of 
preventive  maintenance  of  all  town  equipment  was  put  into 
effect.  What  a  pleasure  to  come  to  work  and  have  equipment 
work  when  it  is  suppose  to.  And  it  was  George  that  kept  it 
running  during  the  snow  and  ice  storms. 

While  on  the  subject  of  winter,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  winter  budget  represents  over  60%  of  the  money 
spent  on  normal  road  maintenance.  Sand  alone  costs  over  $10 
per  cubic  yard  to  put  down  or  approximately  $2,000  to  sand 
the  entire  town. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  line  item  requesting 
$10,000  for  the  asphalt  paving  of  certain  gravel  roads 
throughout  the  town.  This  item  is  presented  as  a  result  of 
taxpayer  complaints,  and  as  the  only  permanent  answer  to 
dust,  mud,  ruts,  etc. 

Although  this  solution  canot  be  justified  fromi  purely 
economic  point  of  view,  there  are  other  considerations,  such 
as  traffic  volume,  assured  accessability ,  and  the  decreasing 
supply  of  gravel  and  gravel  pits. 

Also  I  feel  strongly  that  each  project  should  stand  on 
its  own  merit  and  should  be  done  properly,  so  that  we  do  not 
leave  a  legacy  of  improperly  paved  roads,  such  as  Reed  Road, 
Dodge  Hill  and  Bible  Hill  by  Partridge's. 

Although  this  solution  cannot  be  justified  from  purely 
economic  point  of  view,  there  are  other  considerations,  such 
as  traffic  volume,  assured  accessability,  and  the  decreasing 
supply  of  gravel  and  gravel  pits.  Also  I  feel  strongly  that 
each  paving  project  should  stand  on  its  own  merit  and  should 
be  done  properly,  so  that  we  do  not  leave  a  legacy  of 
improperly  paved  roads,  such  as  Reed  Road,  Dodge  Hill  and 
Bible  Hill  by  Partridge's. 

As  I  look  ahead  to  1985,  I  still  see  that  regravelling  is 
the  number  one  priority  of  the  town  with  mowing  and  brush 
cutting  as  a  close  second.  And  if  we  keep  after  both  these 
projects,  the  roads  will  continue  to  improve.  There  is  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  overall  the  road  system  is  better  than 
the  previous  year.  We  lost  some  trees  in  the  process  but  the 
roads  are  almost  100%  passable  year  around.

PLANNING   BOARD  -   1984 

After  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  zoning  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting, 
the  Planning  Board,  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of  Attorney  Lloyd 
Henderson,  went  back  to  the  drawing  board.  A  public  hearing  was  held 
last  April  in  an  effort  to  get  comments  and  suggestions  from  the  citizens 
of  Francestown  so  the  Board  could  make  revisions  that  were  needed  if 
the  new  zoning  were  to  be  passed  at  the  1985  Town  Meeting.  Many 
meetings  and  hours  of  work  went  into  a  major  revision  of  the  ordinances 
and  the  proposed  new  version  was  presented  at  a  public  hearing  on 
December  18,  1984.  Following  this  open  hearing,  additional  changes  were 
made  based  on  citizen  input  and  a  final  public  hearing  is  slated  for 
February   11,    1985. 

The  revised  Zoning  Ordinances  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  on  the 
ballot  at  Town  Meeting.  It  is  the  urgent  hope  of  the  Planning  Board  that 
this  version  will  be  approved  by  the  Town. 

In  addition  to  the  time  and  effort  spent  on  revising  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  a  total  of  five  subdivisions  were  approved  creating  a  total  of 
14  lots.  Also  one  annexation  and  one  boundry  line  adjustment  were 
approved.

The  services  provided  by  the  library  in  1984  consisted 
of  Adult  Programs,  Storyhours,  Classroom  visits.  Summer 
Reading  Programs  and  other  special  events  in  addition  to  a 
great  deal  of  individualized  assistance. 

In  our  role  as  School  Library  on  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
Connie  processes  approximately  one  hundred  and  twenty 
books  on  Friday  and  about  half  of  that  on  Wednesday.  All 
Materials  for  the  preschoolers  are  circulated  on  their 
parent's  cards,  so  an  uncounted  number  of  preschool 
children  are  also  served  by  the  library.  There  is  also 
time  taken  to  help  find  a  particular  reference  book  or 
biography  for  a  student. 
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We  strive  to  select  a  collection  of  books  which  will 
meet  a  child's  informational  and  recreational  needs,  as 
well  as  encourage  him/her  to  maintain  an  interest  and 
pleasure  in  reading.  Providing  good  children's  literature 
is  one  of  the  library's  most  important  functions.  Last  fall 
Connie  and  I  attended  an  Author's  Literary  Workshop  which 
proved  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  us.  We  try  to  attend 
Workshops  and  Regional  Library  Meetings  when  possible. 

The  Bookmobile  visits  are  sadly  missed  by  all  readers. 
The  State  Library  budget  has  been  severely  cut.  Not  only 
has  the  Bookmobile  been  discontinued,  but  the  whole  book 
budget  for  our  State  of  New  Hampshire  was  only  $4,000.00.

The  Library  continues  as  an  important  focal  point  of  Francestown  due 
in  large  measure  to  Joan  Hanchett  and  her  assistant  Connie  Varnum. 
They  welcome  us  (pre-choolers,  elementary  school  children,  and  adults), 
suggest  books  for  us  to  read,  chat  with  us  and  generally  make  the 
Library  a  nice  place  to  visit.     Thank  you  Joan  and  Connie. 

In  Joan's  Librarian's  Report  the  yearly  activities  have  been  broken 
down  by  month.  As  you  can  see  the  Library  has  been  a  busy  place.  Not 
a  month  has  gone  by  without  an  activity  of  some  sort.  I  hope  you  have 
had  an  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  exhibits  and  talks  given  by 
our  citizens. 

Last  spring  a  hedge  of  barberry  bushes  was  planted  behind  the 
Library.  To  date  no  more  children  have  fallen  off  the  wall  and  the  hedge 
is  asthetically  much  more  pleasing  than  a  fence  would  have  been. 

The  Library,  as  well  as  the  other  town  buildings,  had  a  combination 
Burglar/Fire  Alarm  System  installed  this  past  fall.  Although  we 
previously  had  a  fire  system,  the  new  one  promises  to  be  more  reliable, 
with  better  maintenance  and  service  from  the  Alarm  Company. 

Our  fund-raising  event  this  year  was  low-keyed.  In  October  we  had  a 
book  and  magazine  and  craft  sale.  Joan  and  Connie  and  a  group  of 
volunteers  spent  considerable  time  weeding  the  shelves  of  books  that 
either  had  not  been  taken  out  for  years,  contained  out-dated  material, 
or  had  been  given  to  the  library  and  were  duplicated.  By  selling 
approximately  350  books  we  created  valuable  space  for  new  books.  Space 
is  one  of  our  on-going  problems.  Betty-Jo  Quinn,  Judy  Brussard,  Anna 
Kiessling,  Bessann  Triplett  and  Ellen  Arnold  set  up  tables  to  display  and 
sell  their  crafts.  They  are  but  a  few  of  the  very  creative  and  talented 
people  that  live  in  our  town.  We  thank  them  and  hope  that  more  of  you 
will  participate  when  we  do  this  again. 

We  continue  to  miss  the  State  Bookmobile.  It  provided  us  with  about 
1,000  books  a  year.  Another  sad  fact  is  that  the  entire  book  budget  for 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  only  $4,000.00.  V;ith  a  budget  like  that 
they  cannot  provide  the  towns  with  much  assistance  and  their  reference 
facilities  will  become  outdated  very  fast. 

We  have  many  avid  readers  in  Francestown  and  we  are  doing  our  best 
to  meet  their  needs. 

Many  people  choose  to  remember  their  friends  and  neighbors  with 
donations  to  the  Memorial  Fund.  This  continues  as  a  very  important 
supplement  to  our  book  budget  and  we  thank  all  of  you  who  have 
contributed  this  past  year. 

Again,  thank  you  to  all  who  have  volunteered  or  lent  their  expertise 
to  the  Library.  There  are  many  and  we  appreciate  it.  A  large  thank-you 
to  Joan  and  Connie  for  a  smooth  day-to-day  operation.

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WASTE  DISPOSAL  &  RECYCLING  COMMISSION 


As  mentioned  in  last  years  Town  Report,  we  are  inopefuliy  going 
ahead  with  the  installation  of  an  hydraulic  compactor  at  our  transfer 
station;  provided  that,  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  the  Town 
approves  the  expenditure  of  $4,800  as  a  one-time  expense  to  provide 
space  and  facilities  to  house  the  compactor  equipment  and  the  operator. 
The  operation  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  residents  of  Francestown 
will  be  the  same  as  now  except  for  the  entry  and  egress  gates  which 
may  be  relocated  to  handle  the  traffic  more  efficiently. 

Eventuality  all  landfill  operations  in  New  Hampshire  will  be  closed 
and  all  solid  waste  from  Francestown  must  be  taken  to  a  centralized 
solid  waste-to-energy  facility.  The  rental  and /or  purchase  of  the 
compactor  will  simplify  the  handling  of  our  own  solid  waste  and  provide 
capabilities  to  keep  up  with  growth  of  our  town  and  its  disposal 
problems. 

We  will  continue  to  recycle  glass  bottles  and  newspaper  in  our 
present  sheds.  Past  accummulations  of  newspaper  will  be  removed  and 
sold  before  they  become  weather  stained  and  valueless.  Aluminum  cans 
will  be  separated  and  placed  in  a  separate  container,  since  this  item  is 
becoming  a  recognizeable  resale  item.  We  ask  that  each  of  you  cooperate 
in  separating  your  recyclable  materials.  We  repeat  our  request  that 
items,  not  suitable  for  deposit  in  the  present  bins  or  in  the  new 
compactor,  be  placed  in  the  lower  level  for  burning  or  removed  to  a 
scrap  metal  yard.  Currently  many  of  you  are  voluntarily  moving  items 
such  as  stoves,  refrigerators,  televisions  sets,  mattresses  etc.  to  our 
Bennington  landfill  which  saves  our  double  handling  if  left  on  our  lower 
level  dump  area.     We  appreciate  this  effort  on  your  part.

24  hour  emergency  services   7  days  a  week. 

It  is  our  goal    to  maintain  quality  services   to  residents  of  our  catchment  area, 
and  to  provide  for  the  identified  counseling  needs  of  the  community. 

Last  year  the  Peterborough  District  Office  served  over  900  individuals*  with 
more   than  12,952  hours  of  direct   treatment.      Also  available   through  our  agency 
axe  psychiatric,    case  management,   housing  and  day   treatment  services. 

For  the   town  of  Frances  town    last   year  we  provided    191    hours  of  direct   treatment.

The  average  fee  for  service,   paid  by   the  client,   was  less   than     $1.00     per  hour.

Legend. 

The  Oak  Hill  Grange  Citizenship  Award  was  presented  to 
the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  Company.

The  Community  Church  bid  a  fond  farewell  to  their 
minister  Gary  Alger  and  his  wife  Judy.
